HANDLE WITH CARE: 
Old Style Single-Action Revolvers 


Limitations on Use: 


1. Regardless of the position of its hammer, an old style single-action revolver with a 
loaded chamber under the firing pin may discharge if accidentally dropped or struck 
on the hammer. 

2. The safety notch in the hammer provides only limited protection against accidental 
blows to the hammer or accidental pulling of the trigger. 

3. Ever since the introduction of the famous “Peacemaker” single-action revolver over 
100 years ago, it has been generally known that the safest way to carry such revolvers 
is to load no more than five cartridges and to keep an empty chamber under the firing 
pin. 


Exceptions: 


1. Although many are still in use, we discontinued our old model single-action revolvers 
in 1973 when we introduced our history-making, patented “New Model” revolvers. 
The internal mechanism of our New Model single-action revolvers is entirely new and 
is not subject to the limitations on use listed above for the old model. Both models 
look alike, but the New Model has the words “NEW MODEL” marked on the frame 
and has only two visible pins in the side of the frame instead of three screws as in the 
old model. 

2. Some of the other brands of old style single-action revolvers, particularly those of 
foreign manufacture, have added various manual “safeties” which may or may not be 
reliable. Even if it functions properly, a manual safety device is no safer than the 
person using it. It is useless if it is not used, or if it is used improperly by mistake. 


Why Are We Telling You This? 


In the last few years, people are apparently becoming more willing to handle firearms, including 
Ruger single-action revolvers, without first receiving proper instruction from a knowledgeable 
shooter. No one should handle any gun without first having supervised instruction about the 
particular type of gun he is using, as well as about gun safety in general. Until very recently 
everyone, gun users and non-users alike, seemed to be well aware of this obvious rule, and accidents 
with single-action revolvers, as well as with other types of guns, were limited to those very occasional 
lapses of common sense against which, unfortunately, there appears to be no real protection. Now, 
with the growth of consumerism, people who should know better are acting as though guns, like 
electric toasters, are meant to be foolproof. There is no such thing as a foolproof gun.

SHOOTER’S LUCK 


by Fletcher Williams 


Why is it that a small percentage of the 
shooters seem to have all the “luck” and 
end up winning or finishing very high 
most of the time? Most casual observers 
would say that they had better equip- 
ment than the rest of the other shooters. 
Maybe way back when the first “Stool 
Shooters’ gathered to burn some 
powder this was so, but not today. In the 
early days the gunsmiths, tinkerers, and 
assorted gun nuts had the decided edge, 
but with the quality of competition rifles 
that can be purchased today | don’t 
believe it. Probably 75% of the rifles at 
any match are capable of winning in the 
proper hands. 

It is therefore, that we turn our atten- 
tion to why some people are “‘lucky”’, 
and winners, and why others are not. 
The answer has to lie in the individual 
shooter and his dedication (or lack of it) 
to winning. Those who say “‘I don’t care 
if | win” are definite losers and this at- 
titude is usually reflected in the way they 
clean their rifles or load their rounds, 
etc. Everyone, in order to win or finish 
well must go to the firing line with the 
dedication and desire to be a winner. 
Looking realistically, even those who do 
most of the winning know that they can’t 
win all of the time!! 

“Shooter’s Luck”’ is then the direct 
result of dedication, preparation, and ex- 
ecution and comes in three flavors: 
“good luck’, ‘‘no luck’’, and ‘‘bad luck”’. 

“Good Luck’’ is when you have 
guessed correctly on how far to hold off 
for that last shot when time was running 
out. Sure, it was a guess, but it was 
calculated nevertheless. You did not just 
hope that it would go in, but you held 
where you felt you should. There is true 
“Good Luck” and you can’t take any 
credit for it. For example, | know a 
shooter who fired 4 shots into a 200 yard 
target and had his 5th round ‘‘cooked 
off’’ by the guy on the next bench. Not 
being ready to fire it took a great deal of 
courage to look down range. The shot 
went into the group and is now a world’s 
record. 

“No Luck’ is when your shooting 
ability is recorded on the record targets. 
It works neither for nor against you. You 
realize that ‘Flyer’ was because you 
held it there or did some equally stupid 
thing! 

“Bad Luck” is when we get it into our 
minds to do something stupid and go out 
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to prove to the other shooters just how 
well we can do it. At the moment we do 
these things there is a very pronounced 
tightening of the sphincter muscle. This 
brings to mind a shooter who had fired 
three shots into his 200 yard target. 

On this fourth shot, the bullet fell out 
of the group and may have opened it up 
to a low .2!!! After proclaiming the 
doubtful heritage of the last shot, he 
forced in another round and SLAMMED 
the bolt closed. Those of you who know 
2 ounce triggers can probably guess the 
rest. In case you don’t know it, there is a 
hell of a long way from the nine ring to 
the top corner of the aiming square ona 
200 yard target. For the balance of the 
weekend this shooter used his “Bad 
Luck.”’ 

All new shooters feel that they must 
shoot super small groups in order to win 
matches. Maybe in some circles, but 
around these parts, the people who 
don’t shoot the BIG ones usually win! 
Small groups are great and can help you 
catch up, but one big one can really 
blow hell out of four good ones. | have 
seen other shooters get discouraged 
when they shoot a big aggregate. What’s 
important is how your aggregate is in 
relation to what the others shoot. On 
some days even the top shooters are 
having their problems and you know the 
problem is between the muzzle and the 
target. When things are CRAWLING out 
there you must believe your sighter 
target!! 

The new shooter must believe in his 
equipment before he can really believe 
his ability to shoot competitively. You 
have to know that when things go badly 
you must believe it is you and not your ri- 
fle. 

To say | shot badly as a new shooter 
would be.a gross overstatement! In my 
first match | drew the bench next to one 
of the top shooters (and eventual win- 
ner). After great daring and expertise | 
managed to hold down last pace in both 
events. At this point, the top shooter, 
known as a man of few words, turned to 
me and said: ‘Fletcher, you just don’t 
understand the fundamentals of this, do 
you?’’ | began to realize this when other 
shooters offered to pay my entry fee, 
thus assuring they would not be last. 

It got so bad that | would come home, 
with the looks and feelings only a true 
loser knows. My eight year old daughter 


would say ‘‘Well, he finished last 
again!!”" | would have quit shooting 
many times, but | really wanted to beat 
that little old lady who always laughed at 
my targets. One night during the course 
of a phone call to Fred Sinclair, the sub- 
ject of my usual order of finish came up. 
At this time, Fred suggested that he send 
down one of his guns with complete in- 
structions. In due time, the gun arrived 
with a page of handwritten Do’s and 
Don'ts. After digesting the cleaning and 
loading data, | got to the last details. 
They were: ‘‘Watch wind flags and/or 
mirage and try to shoot all shots under 
the same condition.” ‘Try to hold the 
gun on the same place on the target 
each time.’’ ‘‘Shoot five shots in the 
record target.” “If your shooting does 
not improve, return the gun and take up 
another sport.” 

You know, after that my ‘‘Luck”’ 
changed.

Jim Stekl, in seeking that super accur- 
ate rifle-cartridge combination, 
developed the Remington BR cartridge 
in 22 and 6mm as part of his work with 
Remington Arms Company. Still in the 
developmental stages at the time of this 
record setting event the cartridge shows 
potential. 

After researching the cartridge Jim 
was busy with the many chores involved 
in any cartridge development. A set of 
reamers were needed, pressure and 
velocity had to be checked and cases 
had to be made. 

To date the cases are all hand-made 
by Jim. Featuring a 308 bolt head size 
the case carries about a 30 gr. capacity 
and a small flashhole, in keeping with 
the current trend regarding primers. The 
small rifle primer is also used. 

Accuracy is outstanding according to 
Jim and case life is good. 

The future of this case is not known. 
When dealing with a large corporation 
such as Remington Arms Company 
there are many avenues to explore prior 
to the release of any new product. As 
events unfold on this cartridge we will 
keep you posted. 

In any event, Jim stands to be con- 
gratulated on such an excellent aggreg- 
ate. It was a fine shooting exhibition.

the 200 yard line, and back, rapidly. If we 
kept our heads about us we did not lose 
too much time. 

The system will definitely save the 
host clubs some worry as the backers 
are all verified when they come back or 
they can be quickly checked after the 
relay changes and the problem backer 
can be examined. 

We found that the situation could be 
worked out with some effort on our part. 

Our only concern is how this is going 
to affect the situation with regard to find- 
ing referees if that agenda item passes, 
and we think it should! 

Quite frankly, it was a burden on those 
who already carry the added duty of 
referee. It is just one more thing to do. 
We were blessed with good fortune in 
that referee activity was at a minimum 
that weekend.

Ferris Pindell has used large size 
Remington bolts for the PPC on 
numerous actions by just slightly spring- 
ing the extractor to get better case con- 
tact. At his suggestion, I’ve tried the 
same modification with good success.

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Silhouette Shooting 


by Terry Detsch

With this issue we are presenting some more silhouette information. Terry Detsch 
draws upon personal experience as he keeps us up to date on this interesting sport. 
Terry and his father, Clarence, are active in the Ridgway Rifle Club which oper- 
ates a very efficient silhouette range. It is this kind of experience which makes that 


sport so much fun for those who shoot it. 


In addition, Terry participates in benchrest matches. Being familiar with both 
games should make a good blend as he carries us along. 
As the column progresses we would appreciate your comments. We hope you en- 


joy it. 


This column is the first in a series of 
metallic silhouette shooting. The articles 
will cover rifle shooting predominantly, 
but some information will also be in- 
cluded on pistols. 

Metallic silhouette rifle shooting first 
began in Mexico as a sport where hun- 
ters could shoot their ordinary big 
games rifles at animal-type targets out- 
side of the regular hunting season. It 
was imported to the southwestern 
United States about ten years ago and 
has since become an exciting, challeng- 
ing and fast growing sport. In addition to 
the original high power rifle, it has also 
invaded the pistol and smallbore games. 

The sport involves shooting at steel 
silhouettes of animals at four ranges 
with each shot either a hit or miss. The 
target must be knocked from its pedestal 
or no hit is recorded. The animals are 
southwest desert game with a prairie 
chicken at 200 meters standing 11 in- 
ches high at the head and 12 inches 
wide from tail to beak. At 300 meters, the 
javelina or wild pig is 21 inches wide and 
14 inches high including 4 inch legs. 
The wild turkey at 385 meters is, for 
most, the hardest target being 19 inches 
wide by 23 inches high with 6 inch legs 
and neck. The desert ram is at 500 
meters standing 25 inches high by 31 in- 
ches wide with the main body 12 by 20 
inches. 

The rifle fired started out as a hunting 
rifle and was simply stated as such in the 
rules. In trying to improve their scores, 
some people bent this basic rule requir- 
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R.R.M. 


ing the establishment of specific, 
definite rules governing stock dimen- 
sions. The NRA Metallic Silhouette 
Committee, at the 1977 National Cham- 
pionship in Phoenix, set up a rule to 
cover weight, forearm width and depth, 
rise of the comb and drop at the heel. 
These dimensions will follow later when 
they are officially received from the NRA. 
Regulations were also made to cover 
dimensions on pistols. 

The course of fire is 10 shots at each 
type of target for a total of 40 shots with 
all rifle shooting in the offhand position. 
Average 1977 scores at my home range, 
the Ridgway Rifle Club, were 10 or 11

hits for 40 shots with a range of 1 to 25. 
At the National Championship, the win- 
ning shooter averaged 26 per 40 shots 
for 120 shots with 30 the top single day 
score. In many shooting games from 
benchrest to smallbore, one poor shot 
can ruin an entire match but in 
silhouette shooting, you can blow 
several shots and still salvage a respec- 
table score. A four class system is used 
so that shooters compete with others at 
the same level of ability and experience. 
Silhouette shooting gives the hunter 
the opportunity to improve his ability for 
shots in the field and, at the same time, 
gives the target shooter a game where 
every shot doesn’t have to be an X.

GROUP DETERIORATION 

A bench rifle that has been shooting 
just fine can suddenly, or gradually, start 
to produce groups that are indicators of 
something gone sour. Everyone who is 
an accuracy nut will have the experience 
sooner or later. If the barrel has a large 
number of rounds through it that is often 
suspected as the problem. | have often 
wondered how many perfectly good bar- 
rels have been replaced with new ones 
on the mistaken assumption that the bar- 
rel was shot out. And then we have the 
case-thrower-awayer. I’ve been one. The 
same shot, let’s say number four in the 
loading block, goes out of every group. 
It is thrown away and replaced with 
another. Guess what? Number four still 
goes out! 

It’s a good procedure, if a rifle goes 
sour, to do some thinking about it first. 
Has a new lot of powder been put in 
use? Or primer? The chances are that if 
the rifle is shooting really awful groups, 
the above changes are not apt to be the 
cause. A slight fall-off in performance 
can be noticed, however. 

Check out the mechanical things. Ac- 
tion screws properly tightened. Scope 
screws tight. All the other little things 
that can make the difference. Here you 
can run into some real dillies. A .219 
Don. heavy varmint rifle that was shoot- 
ing like the devil for an extended period 
developed the habit of dropping a shot 
out the bottom of the group. Powder was 
suspected by the shooter as was primer. 
Both were a recently changed lot. A lot 
of groups were fired trying to find the 
cause. It was finally discovered that the 
trigger was just barely touching the trig- 
ger guard at the time the firing pin fell. 
Once corrected, the rifle returned to bea 
winner of many a match. 

A bolt handle touching the stock has 
been known to cause the same kind of 
problem. 

After elimination of possible mechani- 
cal problems, and assuming the barrel 
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hasn’t been through it’s accurate life, we 
can look further. Bedding can always be 
suspected if bedded in the conventional 
manner. The glue-in’s shouldn't have 
bedding problems, assuming of course 
that the glue-in is really glued. Cases 
have been reported where loosening of 
epoxy and barrel and/or action has been 
experienced. 

Now let’s talk about a recent ex- 
perience with a heavy varmint rifle that 
was assembled a little over two years 
ago and shot very nicely during that 
period. The rifle belongs to a good 
marksman and bench shooter. This 
season this rifle started to develop verti- 
cal groups. Not bad at first. Over a 
period of time a pattern started to 
develop. While other people on his relay 
were having trouble with windage, he 
was fighting an unseen vertical condi- 
tion. 

We took it out, after returning from the 
matches at Johnstown, in an effort to 
find the cause. All mechanical problems 
were eliminated. Bedding was 
suspected, but why only vertical; why 
not just big groups which usually result 
from bedding deterioration. We tried 
three tens more powder, then six tens. 
We tried three tens under normal load. 
We tried everything. Before departing to 
go home and rebed the rifle, he asked 
me to shoot a group. He’s a big guy and 
I’m built in a smaller heap, so the rifle sat 
up on the bags uncomfortably for me. | 
moved the rifle and rear bag forward, 
moving the front sandbag to the rear 
under the forearm. My first four shots fell 
into a .173” hole. We had found the 
problem. He was in the habit of placing 
the rifle with the front sandbag support- 
ing the forearm well forward. He sat 
down with the front sandbag further to 
the rear and shot several nice little 
groups. 

I’ve seen several cases where a barrel 
was suspected as a cause of poor per- 
formance and the true cause was the 


crown. In one case the poor grouping 
developed over a period of time. About 
five minutes work with a crowning ball 
and lapping compound made perfor- 
mance return to previous levels. Perhaps 
the crown was never perfect and the 
shooter was handicapped for an ex- 
tended period. In my view, if the crown- 
ing of a barrel is done properly when the 
barrel is fitted, it’s hard to foul it up with 
a cleaning rod. 

There are, of course, a limitless num- 
ber of factors in performance deteriora- 
tion in a bench rifle. A change in powder 
lot has been known to be one in some 
cases. A change in powder number is 
another. For example, if you have been 
using a fast burning powder and seating 
off the lands, then go to a slightly slower 
powder, you may have to seat up to the 
lands. Some rifles don’t seem to much 
care what the bullet seating is, while 
others, even in the same caliber and 
case, can be very fussy about it. 

One clue | can give is to keep records 
on each match rifle, making note of 
any change in rifle or components. 
A review of this can often bring to light 
some minor change in the rifle, powder 
or cases that has been made and leads 
directly to corrective action and top per- 
formance. Another item often neglected 
in records is the number of rounds fired 
during practice and at matches. No one 
can remember, or carry, a running total 
in his mind. The guy who records rounds 
fired knows how long a barrel should 
last with a cartridge if he keeps records 
for a number of years. You'll develop a 
shelf full of notebooks but you might 
learn some interesting things for your 
trouble. And for darn sure you’ll know 
exactly how many rounds have been 
through the tube, it can be helpful to 
record lot numbers of primers, cases 
and powder. If a listed lot performs well, 
perhaps you can find the same lot again 
and keep things going.

Charles Hart Jr., 12 year old son 
of Mickey and Clyde Hart, took second 
spot! Ross Pritt came in third while 
grandfather Charles R. Hart scored 
fourth in the grand. This was an all 
Hart shoot with three generations in 
action, 0.e., Charles Sr., Clyde, Bob, 
Charles Jr., Paul, and Wally.

My final tale is about a heavy varmint 
barrel that | got from a fellow shooter 
who said it was shot out. It was recham- 
bered and crowned and shot for three 
years with good results. It then went to 
pot. | ordered a new barrel from Hart. 
While waiting for it, | gave the old barrel 
one last try after rebedding the rifle. Per- 
formance was back. The barrel had 
3,871 rounds fired through it by me, plus 
whatever was fired through it before | 
got it. | placed third with it at the next 
match. The new Hart barrel wasn’t used 
til several years later. Not every barrel 
will have that sort of extended life, but 
without records of the number of shots 
fired, you have no indication of whether 
the barrel should be replaced or not.

.22LR Rimfire Benchrest, as the name 
suggests, is restricted to rifles that are 
chambered for the .22LR cartridge, other 
specifications for the class are 6X scope 
magnification and a weight limit not 


exceeding 7 pounds 12 ounces (3.5 


kilograms). The course of fire is five 
record targets at 50 and 100 yards with 
an optional warm-up at each range. To 
constitute a Registered Tournament the 
range must provide moving and station- 
ary backers at both ranges. 

This class arrived on the Benchrest 
scene in late 1973 when N.S.W. held 
State Championships for the shooters of 
rimfire rifles. The event became included 
on the National Championship program 
in 1975. The inaugural year saw the 
records established. The groups and ag- 
gregates shot at that match have not yet

been bettered. 

The prime purpose in the introduction 
of the class to the National scene was to 
give the newcomers and juniors a taste 
of group shooting without a thousand 
dollar outlay. Those trying benchrest 
competition for the first time and/or the 
youngsters can be launched relatively 
cheaply without the frightening thought 
that their gear is not competitive. The in- 
tricacies of hand loading are non-exis- 
tent and can be learned later if the 
shooter wishes to progress. Recoil that 
could tend to discourage is nil. 

The hard core benchrester, who lives 
in a world of neck tension and seating 
depth also appreciates the class as a 
relief from centerfire competition. If the 
bedding is correct they can do little else 
except to improve condition reading. 


What one can get away with with a 6mm 
will realize an inch and a half group at 50 
with the low velocity, easily deflected 
.22LR rimfire. The general opinion 
amongst the shooters is that competitors 
who begin or shoot the rimfire class 
regularly make good condition readers 
as they fully comprehend and appreciate 
the deflections that can and do occur. 
Presently no tangible proof of this can 
be produced due to the newness of the 
class.

Tin-Lead Alloy Bullet Accuracies

Mr. James A. ‘‘Bud’’ Welsh of 137 Tre- 
maine Avenue, Kenmore, N.Y. has sent 
me some most outstanding targets that 
he shot in shoulder-to-shoulder com- 
petition. | feel the single shot tin-lead 
bullet shooters should have the informa- 
tion on how and what they were done 
with. Bud has been kind enough to per- 
mit me to publish this data. 

Remember, these are simply cast plain 
tin-lead alloy bullets shot from the bench 
rest using sandbags front and rear and 
not from a machine rest! Recently, such 
shooting with these combinations in the 
single shot rifle shooting matches has 
become the rule rather than the excep- 
tion. Photos of the two targets are 
reproduced here actual size, and the 
drawing of his chamber is also shown. 

Before, and right after, the turn of the 
century bench rest shooters at the old 
famous Walnut Hill, Mass. rifle range 
shot several possibles on the then 
Standard American Target at 200 yards 
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with a 12-scoring ring that was 1.410” in 
diameter. Their scoring then was from 
the leaded edge of the bullet hole and 
not from the center of the bullet hole as 
is the rule of The American Single Shot 
Rifle Association in their center fire cali- 
ber Bench Rest score matches. They 
score from the leaded edge of the bullet 
hole as of old in their off-hand matches. 
The ASSRA’s 200 yard target Bud shot 
his 249x250 score on, has a 25-ring 
center 1.500” in diameter. 

| certainly congratulate Bud on such 
fine shooting under competitive condi- 
tions. | am sorry | do not have a picture 
of Bud and his outfit in position on the 
bench. Here is the detailed information 
he has furnished me: 

ACTION: Winchester Highwall, thin 
wall, Winchester Schuetzen double set 
triggers. 

STOCK: Winchester Highwall, pistol 
grip with shotgun type buttplate. 

FOREARM: Custom made, 3-inches 
wide, flat bottom, free floating from 6 in- 
ches ahead of the action. 

BARREL: Barry W. Darr’s serial No. 76 
in .32-40 caliber, 2-inches in diameter, 
round, no taper, 29-1/2-inches long, 
weight of barrel alone 25 pounds; com- 
plete rifle weighs 30 pounds. Seven land 
and grooves with one-turn-in-16-inches, 
uniform, right-hand twist. The bore 
diameter is .3150’, groove diameter 
.3218”, width of lands .045” and width of 
grooves .101, and ‘‘freebored” as per 
chamber drawing herewith of his cham- 
ber. This is not really what is normally 
called a ‘‘freebore” but rather a con- 
centrically relieved area where the bullet 
is seated into the bore easier, having it 
lined up with the centerline of the bore. 
Those with chambers of this type usually 
use a cylindrical bullet sized, swaged, or 


cast to about .0005” larger diameter than 
the largest groove diameter of the in- 
dividual barrel. However, | hasten to say 
that | do not recommend re-chambering 
like this in a fine Pope, Schoyen, 
Zischang, or Peterson, barrel. On cur- 
rent custom available and replaceable 
barrels go ahead if you like. 

SCOPE: Redfield model 3200 target 
scope in 24 power. 

LOAD DATA: Winchester-Western 
.32-40 cartridge case. Remington No.” 
2 1/2 pistol primers. 14.5 grains weight of 
duPont No. 4227 powder. Shot without 
wads of any kind. 

BULLET: His own manufactured 
mould casting bullets as shown in the 
two photos. Alloy 1 part tin to 20 parts 
lead. Weight 188 grains, and overall 
length .965-inch. Bullet diameter at the 
base after lubing and swaging is .3220” 
gradually tapering to .3200” at the 
beginning of the nose. You will note his 
bullet does not have the usual scraper 
front band on it. The nose ogive con- 
tinues right on up to the band diameters. 
The bullet is seated into the bore 1/32- 
inch ahead of the standard 2.125” OAL 
of the .32-40 case, and this would be 
2.156-inch from the end of the barrel. He 
uses a regular mechanical bullet seater 
to seat the bullet in this location. 

BULLET LUBE: Darr’s No. 2 consist- 
ing of 50% paraffin, 50% vaseline, and 1 
tablespoon of RCBS Case Lube. 

Now let’s have Bud tell us how he 
goes about accomplishing such superb 
results: 

“| made my mould Rod. As you know | 
am now in that business. 

“The bullet as cast is cylindrical, 
.3185” diameter in the high spots and 
.3170” diameter in the low spots.

“The bullet after casting is lubed and 
then swaged “UP” round to .3220” 
diameter at the base with slight taper to 
.3200” diameter at the beginning of the 
nose. 

“Il use only virgin lead, and certified 
solder (63/37) to mix my bullet alloy. The 
solder is certified as to the tin and lead 
ratio. | make up a large 50 to 60 pound 
batch of alloy at a time, cast this into 
one-pound ingots for later use. When | 
cast bullets | use a Lyman lift valve 
electric furnace. | set the furnace ther- 
mostat on 675-700°F. which could be off 
as | do not have a thermometer to check 
the temperature at which | am casting. | 
cast from the bottom pour valve on the 
pot. Metal is fluxed every 50 bullets cast. 
The bullets are kept in order cast and 
swaged in this sequence. | examine 
each and every bullet very very carefully 
for defects before lubricating them. | 
have an index mark on my swage and 
shoot the bullets with the marks loaded 
all in the same direction. | have not had 
time to try shooting swaged bullets with- 
out indexing them when seating them 
into the bore, but | think they would work 
OK when shot in this manner. 

“! DO NOT WEIGH MY BULLETS!!!! 
(Neither does the fine shot Bob Myers — 
this would certainly get me a lot more 
flyers than | have now when | weigh ev- 
ery one of my bullets; the way | cast 
bullets — Rod). 

“The weather when | shot the 100 yard 
.081’’ 5-shot group in the ASSRA 
Matches at Etna Green, Indiana in 
August, 1976 was 60°F. and we had an 
on and off rain. | shot the group in acalm 
just after a shower. It was very damp 
which seems to effect how the rifle 
shoots. 

You will note he states that he casts 
his bullets, inspects them, lubes them,

and then swages them ‘U P” increasing 
their diameters to the dimensions he 
mentions after swaging. This may or may 
not be significant as related to that of 
sizing or swaging “DOWN” on the 
bullet diameter. Personally, | have al- 
ways preferred to take a bullet that is 
slightly small in diameter for the bore 
and grooves of the barrel, and swage it 
up .002” to .004” on diameter to fit the 
barrel’s bore and grooves. 

This is exactly what | have been doing 
with the bullet used in my .40-70 Ballard 
caliber Schoyen-Ballard rifle which has 
performed so well for me the past 5 or 6 
years. This bullet is cast in an old Pope 
.40 caliber mould, casting a 1:20 bullet 
that is .005” out-of-round with fins 1/8 to 
3/16” long full length both sides of the 
bullet. | trim these fins off with my knife, 
inspect them, and then weigh the bullets 
and swage them from .3830” (all bands 
ahead of the baseband) diameter UP to 


REMOVABLE PILOT .3150 DIA. 
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.4000”’ diameter, and swage up the base- 
band from approximately .3970’ diam- 
eter to .4073’ diameter. This short- 
ens the nose and all grease grooves ap- 
proximately .075-inch. Inspection of the 
swaged bullets on a shop comparator 
shows that the bands have not shor- 
tened and the grease grooves, although 
shortened, seem to still be round and 
concentric to the outside diameters of 
the swaged UP bullet. To get pressure 
enough your push-out punch must have 
bullet nose shape to get your pressure 
against this cupped shaped area in die. 
You can swage up .002-003’’ on 
diameter by pushing again the face of 
front band in die. 

See my article ‘LEAD BULLET SIZING 
and/or SWAGING DIES” in this maga- 
zine issue of February, 1973. 

As a postscript to the foregoing | have 
just received a letter from Mr. Welsh, too 
late to get details included in this article, 
stating: 

“| have just returned from the Fall 
ASSRA matches at Etna Green, Indiana,

of .069-inch in the unlimited re-entry 
Schalk group match at 100 yards from 
the bench rest. 

“Week before last in practice with Ken 
Hall on his range in Pike, N.Y. | fired a 5- 
shot group of .103-inch from the bench 
at 100 yards.
